ASSUMPTIONS:

1. Thislegidation repeds 53-2-813, MCA, providing for the 9-mill levy for public asssancein the
thirteen state assumed counties. Under current law, revenue generated by the 9-mills goesinto a sate

specia revenue account. (Please see technica notes below.)

2. A portion of the state matching funds for the Medicaid Primary Care Non-Hospital program costs are
funded using the 9-mill funds. The revenues lost from 9-mill levy reductions used to support these

gate matching funds will be offset by alike amount of genera fund.

The combined reduction in revenue for the 9-mill levy and non-levy revenue in the State assumed
counties is $7,698,000 in FY 2002 and $7,852,000 in FY 2003.

The Department of Revenue estimates that by iminating the 9-mill levy, non-levy revenue will
increase to the state genera fund, university 6-mill account, and local governments by the following
amounts:

Under current law, money is scheduled for transfer from the state generd fund to the State specia
revenue account under the HB 20 reimbursement program. The proposed legidation would iminate
those proposed transfers, which total $116,372 in FY 2002 and $99,747 in FY 2003.
